THE HORSES FOB ALASKA. 


The Jfovaila Broncho JPecnllarly Adap- 


ted for Klondike business. 


The discovery of gold in the Klon- 


dike, the great rush pf.peopleto/tbe. 
jold fields and the necessity of feeding 
and clothing the rapidly increasing 
population has taxed to the utmost the 
transportation and carrying facilities 
of Alaska. White men, Indians and 
dogs have been pressed into the service. 
In fact the mangy, nee-bitten cur, yes- 
terday without home or friend, to-day 
s worth his wieght in silver dollars 
and the abduction of canines has be- 
come a lucrative business in the cities 
actingaa supply centers.to Klon-like- 
Donnd travelers. The dog is seemingly 
supplanting the horse as a beast, of 
burden. The reason for this is evident 
while the ground is frozen and depply 
covered with snow, but, with the ad- 
vent of spring and comparatively warm 
weather, nothing exists to prevent the 
lorse from once more asserting him- 
self, provided he be of the proper cal- 
ibre; and horses of the proper calibre 
exist in numbers throughout the State 
of Nevada, 


The obj action raised to horses in 


Alaska is the severity of the climate 
and the scarcity of proper food. While 
these objections are perfectly sound 
aad valid in regard to animals raised 
in a soft, mild climatej where grass and 
hay exist in abundance, they have no 
bearing 
on the 
tough and 
hardy 


broncho accustomed to high altitudes, 
a rigorous climate and a limited sup- 
ply of food. 


The Nevada mustang is by nature 


specially fitted for work in such a 
country as Alaska. Tough as only a 
mustang can be, accustomed in winter 
to" battle with the snow and cold, to 
live on bark and brush if necessary, 
and in summer to piok a precarious 
existence among rocks aud shrubs, the 
hardy little animal thrives aud fattens 
where others die. A life high up 
among the hills and mountains and 
the necessity of ranging over enormous 
tracts of territory in search of food 
and water have rendered him so sure- 
footed and enduring that rocks and 
boulders offer no obstruction to him 
though running at a breakneck speed. 
A packtrain of such animals at Dyea 
or Skaguay next spring would be worth 
an undivided interest in any mining 
claim in the.country.

California grain und hay merchants 
have already 
begun corraling the 


available stock of these products in 
the market and in consequence hay is 
scarce and sailing at advanced figures. 
Nevada merchants and farmers have 
never been much behind the times 
when a good market for their wares 
has been offered and next, summer will 
undoubtedly see ton after ton of Ne- 
vada hay nud grain shipped into Cali- 
fornia and a renewal of good times 
among the Silver State farmers. 


Ur. Stubba' Lecture. 


"The Literature of Germany" was 


the subject discussed by Dr. Stubbs 
last Saturday before the University 
Extensou Center. 
While the lecture 


abounded in solid fact as well as in the 
milder lore which feeds both heart and 
brain, yot owing to the decorna ad- 
justment of its parts, any detachments 
must needs become less forceful. 


He placed on the blackboard the 


name of the principal makers of Ger- 
man lilerature, who, in the order of 
their succession, are as follows; Klep 
stock, 
Leasing, Wieland, 
Herder 


Gothe, Schiller and Biohtor. 
From 


these he chose Le=sing, the greatest 
critic—a student of Shakespeare and a 
teacher of Gothe—as calculated to 
sharpen the critical faculties and en- 
able the student to a more delicate ap- 
preciation of the works of master 
hands. He pointed out two prevailing 
principles to be found in- literature, 
namely, art and energy, and illustrated 
them by the legend of the death of 
Laocoon and his tsvo sons by the two 
serpents from the sea, which came 
gliding over the wave?, aorose the 
plain and wrapped their slimy coils 
about them, as described by Virgil 
and as stands sculptured in the Vati- 
can at Borne. 
The beauty of the 


former consisting in idea of motion, 
while the beauty of the latter is inde- 
pendent of time aud place and centers 
itself in the characteristic of a moment 
which aims to be the climax. Sculp- 
ture, whose end ia to please, not having 
the additional charm of artistic motion, 
unlike a narrative, cannot hazard its 
beauty by a perfect portrayal of an 
object of horror. 


He discussed "insight" as a faculty 


independent of book learning and ac- 
cessible to all. Taking as as example a 
scene from "Minna Von Barnhelm" 
and also citing a similar one in 
"Faust," whore characters entirely 'in- 
acquainted with cnltured life evinced 
great natural insight and made an ap- 
pearance far more engaging than that 
of others of greater pretensions who in 
essential insight were lacking. 


The lecture on the whole aimed to 


initiate the student into the beauties 
of literature which are not most up 
parent, but -which, when discovered, 
charm and fascinate.—Silver State.

Tlie Foley JBstute C»se. 


The Court holds that in a proceeding 


for the partial distribution of an estate

Metallized Wood. 


Tlie following process, invented by 


Mr. Kubennick,,' lor metallizing wood, 
is thtis described by Les Moncles: "The 
.wood is first immersed for three or four 
flays, according to its permeability, in 
a'caustic alkaline lye (calcareous soda) 
at a temperature of from 75 to 90 de- 
grees. Thence,it passes immediately 
into a bath of hydrosnlphite of calcinm, 
to. which is added, after 24 or 36 hours, 
a concentrated solution of sulphur in 
caustic potash. The duration of this 
bath is about 48 hoars, and its tempera- 
ture is from 85 to 50 degrees. Finally 
the wood is immersed for 80 or 50 hours 
in a hot solution (35 to 60 degrees) of 
acetate of lead. The process, as may be 
seen, is a long one, but the results are 
surprising. The wood thus prepared, 
after having undergone a proper drying 
at a moderate temperature, acquires un- 
der a burnisher of hard wood a polished 
surface and assumes a very brilliant 
metallic luster. This luster is still fur- 
ther increased if the surface of the wood 
be first rubbed with a piece of lead, tin 
or zinc and bo afterward polished with 
a glass or porcelain burnisher. The 
wood thus assumes the appearance of a
